In this age of 
push-button weapons, intelli- 
gence is more than ever our 
first line of defense. 
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2. Intelligence operations 
are instruments of national 
policy. They must be subject 
to effective and continuing 
higher review and coordina- 


tion. This includes’a weigh- , 


ing of gains against risks. 
3. The collection and evalu- 


ation of intelligence is a jab .
